Address Large Andience 
at die Opera-House 



The Men From Maysville 
Make Pleasing Speeches 
M Everybody Happy 



Mr. Wiilson a Charming and Ra- 
tional Tall^er. All Impressed 
With His Honesty pf 
, Purpose 



Senator Cox's and Ben L. Brnner's 
Adiresses Help Soii4 tke Key- 
note. Pitiable Politieal Condi- 
tion of Old Kentneky thrown 
on the Canvas. 



They are off in a bunch! 

Tha opening gun in the Kentneky Repul^li 
can campaign of 1907 was fired yesterday in' 
Maysville, the liirthplace of the heads of the 
Htate ticket, Hon. Augustus E. Wiilson and 
lion. William H. (.'ox, candidates for Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor. 

The crowd present was not near as large as 
expected, but the openiug was an unqualified 
gratification to every Republican ])resent and 
to all who have the future welfare of the grand 
old Htatc of Kentucky first iu their politiaal af- 
fectious. 

Mr. Wiilson arrived with the large delega- 
tions from Covington and Newport on a special 
train just before noon, and was met at the C. 
and ( ). Station by a committee headed by cap* 
didate W. H. Oox. 

The distinguished next Governor of Ken* 
noky was entertuned at dinner by Mr. Cox, 
nd at a few niinates before 2 o'clock be ap- 
peared ia the Opera>hoD«6. 

Mr. Willson's arrival was greeted with hearty 
applause, and when be took his seat npon this, 
with Mr. Cos, Dr. Bmner and a hondred 
ler prominent Repablioan leaders from every 
tion of Kentucky, with both Smittie's Band 
Augusta mosioal organization, the 
I,2(iypi0»oo8 in tbe Open^bonse yelled for 
several minutes. 
Whether tbe opening of tbe Republican cam^ 



paign was a success oi' a failure, depends npon 
the point of political view — which is generally 
a little biased or prejudiced. 

Barring the attendance, the opening was 
that could be desired or expected. 

The ultimate success of either party depends 
wholly upon the conduct and the developments 
of the campaign during the next ten weeks. 

That there is an unrest and an intense dis- 
satisfaction with tbe present deplorable state of 
affairs in Kentucky there can be no (juestion 

Kentucky today is sick unto death with the 
load she is carrying upon her delicate and aris 
tocratic stomach, and, begging your pardon for 
the unhumely expression, she must '*throw up" 
or send for the nadertaker. 

Thk Public Lbdgxr would be dee*light-ed 
to produce, verbatim, the speech of Mr. Will* 
son; but it would fill six columns, brevier 
solid, if we were to publish bis most interesting 
address. 

Chairman W. D. Cochran, in a few brief 
remarks, presented Hon. W. H. Cox to tbe 
andience. 

Mr. Cox does not pose as a public speaker, 
but bis 12-minute talk prior to tbe introdaetion 
of the boss "Man From Maysville," the Hod. 
Augustus £. Wiilson, developed the fact that 
be kaew well the lamentable story* of th&pres* 
ent woe of Old Kentucky and is prepared tQ 
tell the people how the grand old state is being 
sacrificed that tbe Democratic machine may en- 
joy at least four more years of a .general good 
time. 

Mr. Wiilson is a most j)leasiug speaker, and 
for the hour and a (quarter that he addressed 
bis audience he dwelt upon the bapj)y days of 
his l)oyhood 8[)ent in Maysville, bis birthplace, 
in ]b4i\. His parents came to Maysville from 
Vermont, and were of that sturdy Puritan-pio- 
neer stock marking tbe thriftiest citizenship of 
tbe countiy. Mr. Wiilson is a graduate of 
Harvard and practiced law with his now aged 
friend, Justice John M. Harlan, of the U. S. 
Supreme Courl. 

"Numerous persons elect to speak of this 
meeting as the 'great opening ^n of tbe cam- 
paign," be said. "It is the opening meeting, but 
I shall make no set or prepared speech 

"I am going to xttake a talk to my home 
people. I have not made a set speech sinos I 
made my maiden speech. I then wrote out 
numusoript aggregating some 40 pages and read 
ike whole thing to a Charlteton (Ind.) audience. 
Some sat through it all and' some didn't, but I 
made my. speech, but have not made another 
one like it since. 

'^It is like a home-coming for me to retura 
to Maysville for my opening speech of the 
campaign, for here is my birthplace and the 



residence of many of my relativt^s. f] return 
to them much as the barefooted bo^ although 
there is nothing of the j)rodigal »6j/[ element in 
the isitoAtion. " 

"I feel that Kentucky has stoo^ among her 
sister states as a poorly ruled community, al* 
though the Democratic leaders declare that it 
is the best governed in the ooi^ntry. ^^e ad- 
vocate the spreading of political favors and de* 
precate the custotn of keeping all the oi^kes 
within a certain small circle. This is wb^f 
prevails today, and everybody who is familiar 
with state politics knows nnmerons instances of 
it. 

"All the real leaders have had to seek other 
fields because things were made so Dnpleasant 
for them at home."" 

< )n tlu! subject of good roads he said: 

"'Plain as the nose on a man's face' is not 
strong enough to express the supreme necessity 
for ijood road^. Common sense, every day 
and hourly ex|>ei'ieii('e. nJiturnl instincts, all 
speak for i^ooil roail>. A wild animal in the 
wihb'rness tries to find the easiest way; a child 
going along tbe road to scliool hunts the 
smooth and level path, avoids tbe mud, 
tbe holes, the 8tum])s and the stopes; The 
kind of road or path you have counts on every 
step of man, or beast, or machine, whether one 
goes along his own farm or to the farm of his 
neighbor, or to tbe town, the nulway station, 
the courthouse, store or Charoh; every step of 
tbe way, walking, riding or driving, counts in 
effort, muscle, breaUt, w<Mrf7, Vearineas, money, 
wear and tear of horses, harness; vebides, noa- 
chines," Ao. . 

There was not a word of pere<Mial abuse in 
hia speech, bis keynote b^g for a new Ken- 
tucky and for tbe honest and progreirife. ad. 
ministration of state affairs. ' 

He appealed to the Democrats to investigate 
the real conditions of the Beckham-Hargis-Ha- 
ger-Haley combine and its disgraceful orgie pf 
drunken politics, its fraudulent office-holders 
and unheard-of system of Democratic Juries 
and "Special Judges." He declared that the 
people who could endure tbe present conditions 
were capable of swallowing a polecat without 
turning sick at tbe stomach. 

He deplored the fact that "Democratic sen- 



timent was all that prevented Kentucky from 
having a differtot administration— one that 
would place her in her proper place among the 
great state* of tbe Ainerican~Uuion." 

He declared that be was an American citizen 
first and a loyal Kentuckian all tbe time. 

He elosed with an appeal for a better friend- 
ship and understanding between the parties and 
among the people, and that, win or lose, tb^ 
tide is surely turning for a political change^ 
|uid in the beet of humor asked the Demodrata 
to make the eleetion of Wiilson and Coz 
'^nnanimotis on the 5tb day of November." 

Mi;* Willeon annouj^ced his position on the 
temperance question by stating that he wa» 
strictly in line with the Republican platform, 
which declared for the county unit law and for 
the enforcement of every anti-whisky law on 
tbe statute books. 

He further said that if the saloons would not 
oliey the law th^-ii he favored wiping them off 
iho, earth. Put thai he was op])osed to the 
''iiioiitditde elimination of the li(|Uor interests of 
the state." because it would involve the loss of 
many millions of dollars to what are now le- 
gitimate enterprises, operating under legal 
customs and strictly according to Federal and 
state laws. 

Following Mr. Wiilson, Hon. Ben L. Bruner, 
nominee for Secretary of State, was introduced 
and spoke for half an hour. 

Mr. Bruner is a young .man of fine appear* 
,ance and has a sledge-hamnadr delivery that 
carries conviction to many bearers. He spoke 
moet dffectively and pvodnoed the figures to 
show tha^ Beckham is making a "holy sftow" 
of the affairs of Kentucky and that he has 
squandered close on to $200,000 of the public 
funds for "Special Judges" alone. 

And what have these "Special Judges" ac- 
complished for Kentneky? 

Only ridicule and scorn from every man who 
loves a s(juare deal and honors Justice. 

Mr. Bruner is the young lion of the Repub- 
lican campaign and his gentle roar is going to 
have its effect upon every Kentuckian who will 
listen to reason and wishes to see bis state 
lifted out of the mass of rottenness in which 
(roebelism. Beckhamism, Ilagerism, Hargisism 
aud ilaleyism has placed her.
